PHILOSOPHERS in all Ages have been 


ever buſy in their ſearches after Happi- 


neſs, and ſcarce one (if, we may believe 
them) is without his vera upon that 
occaſion = don't feel pain, ſay ſome of 


them, and it wont, trouble you - injoy 


the Pleaſures of Life, and you have them, 
(gay others) we need not ſift theſe Pre- 


ſcriptions too nicely, nor dwell upon 
an er of them. — This Lthink 
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2 LECTURES 

appears at firſt ſight, that they are not 
of general uſe. — For 1 believe upon 
Computation it will be found, that 
three Parts in four of Mankind are 
plac d too low in Life to rcach the ſen- 
ſual Pleaſures of it, and ſo the advice 
of Epicurus and his Followers flies over 
them; and fewer ſtill there are of the 
other Claſs, who can be perſwaded not 
to feel Pain when they actually feel 
it. But I wont diſparage the Sub- 
ject I am upon, ſo far as to let it ſtand 
in Competition with any of theſe Phi: 


loſophical Conccits, none of them all 
haye the Honour of a 


Mecum certaſſe feretur. 


Our Faith is above all this, it wil 
ſtand alone, we need not raiſe it's 
Fame by Dcetraction, it wants no Phi- 
loſophical Ruins for it's Foundation. — 
Heaven and Earth arc it's Field to work 


in, and nothing is too many tor it. — 


Now of Faith there are two kinds, Hu- 
mane and Divine; — and in order to 
our View of the former, we ſhould 

little conſider the Operations of 


'the Soul, and by what Channels the 


ſeveral Streams do flow into it. A 
Poet of our own has given a De— 
ſcription 
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ſcription of this Matter. — He repre- 
ſents the Soul as ſitting Enthron'd, 
weighing and determining the {ſeveral 
Cauſes brought before it by our Senſes— 
So that what comes into the Soul, is 


cither upon the Tryal and Witneſs of 


our own Senſes, or of others, — what 
is of our own, if it be of a low De- 


grec, and dcals with things particular, 


which are the objects of Senſe, — tis 
commonly call'd Experience —, when 
with Things united, or natural Cauſes 
conjoin'd, — it grows into Knowledge 
or Science; — what we receive from 
the Teſtimony of others Senſes, if it 
be in a low Degree, we term it Opi- 


nion, and as it Riſes it begins to be 
Faith. 


Now that which to me ſeems to dit- 
ference opinion from Faith, is only 
this. — If the Probability of the Thing 
related, or the Credit of the Relator 
be any. ways infirm, we waver in our 
Aſſent, and can only raiſe our ſelves to 
an opinion that the Thing may be, and 


therefore it may not be.— But when 


neither the Probability of the Thing 
related, nor the Credit of the Relator 
can be queſtion'd, there is then, no rooin 
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for Opinion, which riſes and gives way 
to F aith. ä — ig 8 
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IAM aware that thei Probability of 
the Thing related, does not enter into 
the common Definition of Faith, — 
which is ſaid to believe a Thing re. 
lated upon the Teſtimony of the Re- 
lator only, excluſive of all Search and 
Examination. But a Man can't 
believe a Thing without taking ſome 
fort of Knowledge and Cognizance of 
it, and how that can be done excluſive 
of all Scarch and Examination what- 
ſoever, I cannot ſce. — The Proba- 
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and upon them our Faith is founded, 

as confeſs d on all Hands; — * ſo that 
however the School men may exclude 
the Probability of the Thing related, 
as if it had nothing to do with Faith, 
they arc found to be link d ſo cloſe 
together, that one without the other 
wcannot ſubſiſt.— But why fhould we 
talk with School-men on this Subject, 
hen wWe have a more ingenuous Guide, 
. SPIE Sable PEE

find Faith to be the Evidence or Con- 
viction of Things not ſeen, WE A 

perſwaded and A that Things: 
are ſo, tho we don't ſee them. — Now - 
even in Matters of Divine Faith, this 
Probability of the Thing is not ex- 
cluded, for tho' they ſurpaſs our Com- 
prehenſion, and ſeem to ſuperſede or 
even invert the ordinary Courſe of Na- 
ture, yet we know from whence this 
comes, viz. from God Almighty the 
Author of Nature, who. has a Power 
to diſpence with his own Laws. But 
in Matters of human Faith, we muſt 


look for this Probability of the Thing, 


for tho Faith be the Evidence of Things 


not ſeen, it is not the Evidence of Things 


which we could not perſwade our ſelves 
could ever be. —— 


BUT what we are now talking of 
will be plainer, if we take in an Ex- 
ample or two. The very Ac- 
count of the Compoſition . of our 
Creed given us by * Ruffinus, has al- 
Ways been look d upon with an Eye of 
Suſpicion, and that by Reaſon, of ne 


* Rufftaus i in Symbalums EE 17 5 
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Infirmity and Improbabiliry of ſome 
part of his Relation. — His Account 
runs thus. When fiery Tongues (ſays 


He) had fall'n upon all the Apoſtles 
© after Chriſt's Aſcention, by the com- 


ing of the Holy Ghoſt, ſo that they 


could ſpeak in ſeveral Languages, and 
that there was no Tongue ſo barba- 
© ous which they underſtood not, they 
<recceivd Commandment from above, 
to go every one into ſeveral Nations 
for the Preaching and Promulgating of 
the Goſpel, being therefore ſudden- 
ly to depart from one another, they 
did agree upon a certain Form of 
Words to be the Rule and Meaſure 
© of their future Preachings, leaſt being 
* ſeparated ſo far aſunder any Diffe- 
*rence ſhould appear amongft them in 
* thoſe Things, which were to be Com- 
* municated unto them, whom they in- 
*vited to the knowledge of Eternal 
©Lite. — To this End being all toge- 
©ther with one Accord, and all filld 
*with the Holy Spirit, They drew up 
*a ſhort Rule or Form whereby to re- 
*gulate their Doctrine, which They 
compos d by caſting in every one his 
Part, as in a Common Shot or 
Reckoning. 


Ruffinus 
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 Ruffinus goes on to the ſame purpoſe, 

but this is enough for what we quoted 

Him, for the Improbability of the laſt 

Paſſage of the Apoſtles, each of them 
throwing in his Sharc has tainted the 

Credit of the whole Relation, and made 

it appcar but little better than Fabulous. 

So far docs the Probability of the 

- Thing related, affect the Faith of Him 
who is to reccive it. 


HICGEHL MY probable it is, that the 
Apoſtles did Meet and Conſult upon 
the occaſion that Raffinus ſets forth, 
and might Agrce upon that Form of 
Words, which we call the Apoſtles 
Creed, for to this Antiquity ſeems 
to bear Teſtimony (as we ſhall ſhew 
hereafter.) But that cach of the Apo- 
ſtles ſhould ſtand up and give in his 
quota of the Creed, has not that Air 
of Serioutnets in it, which is apt to gain 
upon our Bclict. 


I wouLD Inſtance now on the other 
tide of the Queſtion, v/z. In a Thing, 
which has no Infirmity in it, with Re- 
ference to the Matter related, — and-we 
need not go far for an Inſtance, the very 
Thing we are upon, vi. that our Creed 
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was compos'd by the Apoſtles will 


ſerve, — for whether we conſider the 
Hiſtory of it Analitically or Syntheti- 
cally (as the Logicians call it) all Dith- 
dence will be excluded. — If we take 
it as we find it here, and ſo unravel it 
to it's Beginning, or take it in it's Birth 


and bring it down to our own Times, 
'our Belict concerning it will not Waver, 


but rather be Confirm d. 


For as to the firſt, — if we look upon 
our Creed, and then throw our Eyes back 


2 the Reformation, there we find it. — 


If We carry our Thoughts further back 
into Popery, Superſtition, and Igno- 


rancec, there we find our Corn again, 


well:nis h buried in-Chatf; — if we 
8 Hurther towards it's Riſe and 


Beginning. — we find the Councel of 


Nice, and Athanaſius Commenting up- 
on it, — for thoſe Creeds are ſurely no- 
thing elſe but Explanations of it, in or- 
der to obviate and diſcountenance ſome 


- then reigning Hereſy. — The Writings 
of the Fathers tend much to the ſame 


Purpoſe ; but more of that when we 


take our Creed in it's Cradle, and bring 
tit down to us; which is the Light in 
%-: Which tis geaerally look'd upon: © 
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ANp this way we have a very carly 
account of it, — I mean in St. Pauls 2d 
Epiſtle to Timothy —the 1/# C. and 13th v. 
Hold faſt (ſays the ae the Form of. 

eard of me. — 

Dr. Hammond's Expoſition on the Place 
runs thus, — When Thou wert with 
me, I gave Thee a ſhort Summary of 
the chief Things, that were to be be- 
* lievd by all in oppoſition to all grow- 
ing Herches, and do Thou take care 
not to depart from it in any part of 
it. — It this Explanation was not ſo 
expreſs, yet the word in the Original 
would not let us underſtand it of any 


Thing elſe but our Creed. — Hold faſt 


the F m of ſound Words, — Trunν,j/ 
* — UTUTUTGOW , That ſhort Form —, 
for vmTuTouw, as Conſtantine explains 
the Word is /ummaris figurs deſignare, 
to epitomize or paint in hort —, Which 
is the very Characteriſtick of our Creed 
with reference to Matters of Faith. 

I SHALL not on this occaſion produce 
the many Paſſages, which occur in 1re- 
næus and Tertullian in order to eſtabliſh 
the Antiquity of our Creed. — Tho' 


the Former of them livd near the Times 
3 the Apoſtles, — — 0 eſyus TP rod 
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nb . ſays Baſilius of him. — And 
the account He gives of Himſelf in his 
third Book againſt Hereſtes ſhews it—, 
viz. that He ſaw Polycarp at Smyrna when 
He was a Young Man, — and Polycarp 
(we know) was St. John the Apoſtles 
Scholar *. 


Bur there are two witneſſes of an 
earlier date, which I would juſt men- 
tion in order to confirm the Antiquity 
of our Creed. — The one is Ignatius, 
St. Peter's Succeſſor in the See of An- 
tioch, — who in his Epiſtle ad Trallianos 
ſumms up the Articles which concern 
the Knowledge of our Saviour in his 
Incarnation, Birth, and Sufferings under 
Pontius Pilate, his Death and Deſcent 
into Hell, and his Riſing the third day 
in the very order they ſtand in our 
Creed. — | 


Trex ſecond Witneſs I would make 
uſe of upon this occaſion is Thadacus, 
whom St. Thomas the Apoſtle ſent to

* '$t!, Auſtin. Contra Don, Lib. 4. C. 23. 
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Agbarus King of Eaeſſa, within a very 
few years after the Crucifixion of our 
Lord, — Thaddeus was one of the Se- 
yenty, and being to inſtruct the Pcople 
to whom he. was ſent in the Chriftian 
Faith — uſes the Method and almoſt the 
Words of our Creed, — vis. that Jeſus 
Chriſt was made Man —, that He was 
crucified, and deſcended into Hell, 
that ne aſcended unto the Father, and 
ſitteth in Glory at the right Hand of 
God, and ſhall come again with Power 
to judge both the quick and dead. — 
I need not tranſcribe the words they 
occur in the laſt Chapter of Exſecbins's 
firſt Book of Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory. But 
not to multiply Quotations on this oc- 
caſion, nay if *St. Auſtin's rule be true 
we need none at all. — His rule is this — 
That which the Church holdeth, and hath 
held from time to time not being decreed 
in any Councel, muſt be preſum'd to 
come from the Apoftles themſelves. — 
And that theſe. Circumſtances belong 
to our Creed is beyond all Diſpute. — 
Thus we ſee what reaſon we have to 
believe our Creed to come from the 
Apoſtles. — Let us now come to the 
Articles contained in it. 
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Wx are now going upon the Articles 
of our Creed, which I propoſe to con- 
ſider ſeverally, and to obſerve this Me- 


thod; Firſt, What we believe in each; 
and Secondly, Why we ought to do ſo. — 
The firſt Article runs thus. — I believes 


in God, the Father, Almighty, Maker of 


Heaven and Earth, — I need not in- 
large upon what is meant by believing 
in general, having done it already in 
the Lecture foregoing - ſufficient is it 
here to obſerve what ſenſe the Holy 
Scripture underſtands the word in, for 
in that alone in this place we are con- 
ftin'd to conſider it — now Tins — from 
whence erde, which is the word in 
our Creed, is deriv'd from mTeraoum, — 
and this word St. Paul explains in the 
8th to the Romans the 38h verſe — 
N/ruruay (ſays he) 3 d $avalos &c. 
am per ſauaded that neither Death, nor 
Life, &c. ſhall be able to ſeparate us from 
the Love. of God, which is in Chriſt Feſus 
* Lord, — 

In the whale. Paſſage we cannot 
but obſerve that noble Flame of Zeal, 
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o agreeably warm and affectionate, 
and ſo frequent almoſt in every Page 
of this Divine Author, ſo that 


rec ey here is ſpoken by the Apoſtle, 


S TAreoPreia Ths marws With a full galc 


of Faith and Conviction, — and there- 
fore will well bear the ſtrongeſt Inter- 
pretation we can put upon it, — ſo that 


when any one of us ſays, I Believe, in 
the beginning of our Creed, he allows 
himſelf to have the fulleſt Aſſurance 
and Pcriwaſion of the truth of every 
Article in it, — and when he opcnly 


declares and profeſſes this, he begins to 


lay hold on Salvation, for as St. Paul 
has it, Rom. 10. 9, 10. If thou ſhalt con- 
feſs with thy Mouth the Lord Feſus, and 
ſhalt believe in thine Heart, that God hath 


raiſed him from the Dead, thou ſhalt be 


ſaved. For with the Heart Man believeth 
unto righteouſ? eſs, and with the Months 
confeſſion is made to Salvation. 


BUT to go on, — 7 believe in God, — 


| Thigzve eis ©edy. — The School-men make 


themſelves merry, at leaſt they make 


others ſo, with their Credere Deum, — 
Credere Deo, Credere in Deun—, What 


ſay They, is there no Difference be- 
tween Theſe? — Certainly there is. — 
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But if credere in Deum docs not include 
the other two I am miſtaken, and if ſo 
they cannot fairly claim any place 
here. But what is here meant 
when we ſay we believe in God? — 
Why firſt, we believe there is a God in 
oppolition to the Atheift, and ſecondly, 
that there is but one God in oppoſition 
to the Polytheiſt and Idolater. — 


A Perſon whoſe Talent lay at Quota- 
tion might under this Head overwhelm 
his Audience with that ſort of Entertain- 
ment; indeed People of that Make are 
generally ſo very liberal, and even pro- 
digal of their Lcarning, that a Man can- 
not but think they come caſily by it. — 
Upon this occaſion how would they 
ranſack Athens and Rome? Egypt and the 
Eaſt could not eſcape them, every Phi- 
loſopher, Poet, and Orator would be 
hurried into Court to bear witneſs, — But 
to what ? — That ſome People have had 
{ome tolerable Notions about a - Deity, 
ſome very impertect, and ſome even 
abominable ones. And is this to ſettle 
my Notions about a God? No ſure, it 
is to ſhew we can be very learned when 
there is no occalion tor it. — 


BUT 
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Bur to return, I will make uſe but of 
one Ethnic Evidence on this occaſion, 
nor would I have ſummon'd him but that 
I think He and the Scriptures talk the 
{ame Language, — tis Plato — He calls 
the true God, Ts % — which has regard 
I think to the Being or Selt-cxiſtence of 
God, — and correſponds exactly with 
that Paſſage in Exodus, — I am that I am. 
As for the Idol-Gods to whom the Poly- 
theiſt addreſſes himſelf our Philoſopher 
calls them d py ons 3 ε — Things 
which arc not in reality, — and this 
agrees with the Fſalmiſt, as for the 
Gods of the Heathen they are but 
Idols, — and Idols the Apoſtle tells us

I HAVE thus explain'd what 1s 
meant by God in this place, wiz. a 
Self- exiſtent Being, which if purſued 


by our . Thoughts will open to us 


every Perfection, * I wou'd now 
juſt ſay Why we ought to believe in 


God, for we ſhould be able to give 


a reaſon of the Faith that is in us, 
— if therefore it be asked why 1 be- 
licve in God? My anſwer is this, — it

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L did not do ſo but join'd with the 
Atheiſt, I ſhould do a Violence to my 
Reaſon and even Common Senſe, for 


I plainly ſee and know that ſome Be-

Reaſon tells me, and this the Atheiſt 


dcnies and yet cannot but grant at the

Were in God —, my anſwer affirmative- 
ly is, that I ſee and clearly perceive 
Him in every work of his Creation and 
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Providence —, for as the Apoſtle ſays, 
The inviſible Things of Him from the Crea- 
tion of the World are clearly ſeen, being un. 
derſtood by the Things that are made; even 
his Eternal Power and Godhead. 


To go on—, I believe in God the Fa 
ther —. Now God is our Father as He 
made and ſuſtains us —, and as He has 
begotten us anew through his Sou Je- 
ſus Chriſt, and made us Coheirs with 
Him of everlaſting Lite—. He is like- 
wiſe the Eternal Father of that Eternal 
Son by whom arc all Things, 
ſo that to us there is but one God the 
Father of whom are all Things, and onc 
Lord Feſus Chriſt by whom are all Things. 
But this God the Father is Almighty, 
— That is, his Power is Abſolute 
and Independent,“ it is Infinite, 
extended over all Things, Infinite 
in Perfection, as being all Power ex- 
tended over every Thing, Infinice in 
Duration, as being without End or 
Concluſion . 


AND is this great and glorious God 
our Father ? How grecdily do wc. 
Embrace, and how cagerly do we run 
into the belief of this part of the Ar 

B tele ? 
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ticle? Had this all-wite and all- powerful 
Being been repreſented as indifferent to 
us human Nature could not but 
have ſhrunk and trembled under the 
Apprcheniion, that His indifferency 
might one day kindle into Wrath; But 
When we firſt belicve Him to be our 
Father, we arc even raviſh'd with the 
Attribute of his Omnipotency, 
nor can we in thought inlarge that 
Power too much, which we arc per- 
Waded will be imploy'd in our Pro- 
tection and Welfare

FROM the Attribute of God's Omni- 
potency, our Creed goes on to Ihew 
and point out how that Omnipotency 
has been umpioy'd, TE. in the making 
of Heaven and Earth, which is of all 
Things viſible and inviſible, as our Ni.

WE now go on to the ſecond Ar- 
ticle of our Creed . that we be- 
lieve i Feſus Chriſt, his only Son our 
Lord, - Te believe in Gd, ſays our 
Bleſſed Lord, believe alſo in me. 
Nor ſpake He this of Eiratelt, but from 
the Father who ſent Him, -—— For this 
is his Commandment, that we ſhould be- 
lieve in the Name of his Som feſus Chriſt. 
—— In this Article occur tour Things, 
Our Bleed Lords Nomination, —— 
The ſeveral Ofhces to which He was 
anointed, —— His Ceneration. 
and his Dominion; And in Jelus, 
Chriſt, his oniy Son, our Lord. — 


FIRST of his Name St. Luke 
tells us our Lord — 2:25 named Feſus of 
tne Angel, before he was concerns in the 
Womb. — And not to trouble our 
{elves with Erymologics; Let us hear 
St. Matthew explain the Word,.

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Thou ſhalt call his Name Feſus, for He 


ſhall ſave his People from their Sins. 
The Name of Jeſus occurs in the New 
Teſtament often — it being a common 
Name among the Fews given at their 
Circumcilion, And that Saviour 
or Dclivercr ſo frequent in the Old are 
words of like import, St. Luke and St. 
Paul bear Teſtimony, who ſpeaking of 
Joſhua the Son of Num, that great Type 
of our Bleſſed Saviour, who led the 
People into the promis d Land, 

They ſtile Him Jeſus, The Taber- 
nacle of witneſs brought in with Feſus into 
the poſſeſſion of the Gentiles, = and the 
Apoſtle in explaining thoſe words of 
David, —— To day if you will hear his 
Voice, &c. — Obterves —— That if Jeſus 
that is Hoſeah or Saviour had gi- 
ven them reſt, her 20uld He not after- 
wards hate ſpoken of another day. — 

But what v ould we iter from hence? 
That there are as many Jcſus's in Scrip- 
ture as Saviours and Deliverers? After 
ſome manner there may; —— But Sa- 
viour and Deliverer never met in Per- 
{ction, but in one Perſon in Jeſus our 
Lord. — For there is no other Name 


rider Heaven given unto Men whereby 
be ma be ſaVv'd, ——= A Name above

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every Name, that at the Name of Jeſus 
every Knee ſhould bow. 


Bur the Name of Jeſus, at leaſt what 
is meant and comprchended under the 
Name, will open it ſelf more, as we 
conſider the next word in our Creed, 
which is Chrit or the Anointed. Now 
our Bleſſed Lord, in order to compleat 
our Salvation was Anointcd to three 
feveral Offices, /. that of a Prophet, 
a Prieſt, and a King. A Prophet ſhall 
the Lord your God raiſe up (ſays Moſes) 
like unto me Him ſhall you hear. 
Our Bleſſed Lord Was likewiſe a Prieſt, 
after the order of Melchizedech. 
A King likewiſe He is, fitting down at 
the right Hand of God, Principalities 
and Powers being made Subject unto 
Him 


Now thc Prophet * tells us how He 
was Anointed, — vu. with the Spirit of 
the Lord to preach good Tidings to the 
Meek; and this place our Bleſſed Savi- 
our in + St. Late applies to himſelf, —— 
and St. Peter tells us our Saviour was 
Anointed with the Holy Ghoſt, and 
with Power, Tis obſerv'd that 
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two of theſe Offices have met in. the 
fame Perſon, but never all Three but 
in One, vis. in that of our Blcfled 
Lord. —— We-'rcad of Melchizedech a 
Prieſt and a King, of Samuel a Prophet 
and a Prieſt, and of Dævid a King and 
a Prophet. Bur Prophet, Prieſt;and 
King, never met but in one Anointed 
that is Chriſt, - ſo true is that of the R. 
Pſalmif?, that he was Anointcd with the 
Oil of gladneſs above his Fellows —. 


As a Prophet He made known the 
Will of God to us, as a Pricſt He of— 
ferd up Himſelf as a Sacrifice for our 

Sins, — as a King He hath ſubdued our 
Enemies, and will crown us with Im- 
mortality, —— as Prophet, Prieſt, and 
King, He is the only Anointed Saviour 


Teſws Chriſt -- 


Tur next Words are his only Son, 
— doubtlcis many arc' the Sons Of 
God, We are his Sons, or elſe our 
Bleſled Lord wou'd not have com- 
manded us in our daily Prayer to call 
Him our Father, —— Holy Prophets arc 
ſtiled the Sons of God, and ſo are the 
Angels in Heaven. How there- 
fore is our Lord the only Son, when 


the re 
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there are ſo many with Him? 
The NMicene Creed (which, as before hint- 
cd, is only a Comment upon that of the 
Apoſtles) ſets this Matter right, for 
there the word which anſwers to auicum 
is {avyen. The only Begotten, 
The one only Eternal Son of the Etcr- 
nal Father, —— or as the Scripture faith 
the only Begotten of the Father full of

Higheſt ſhall overſhadow Thee, therefore 
that Holy Thing which ſhall be born of 
Thee ſhall be called (i. e.) ſhall be the Son 
of God, — St. Johns account of this 


Matter is ſhort but expreitive, The Mord 
v, made Fleſh - 


Nicodemrus in the Goſpel we find won- 
dring how a Perſon could enter into 
his Mother's Womb, and be born again, 
— (which was built indeed upon a mi- 
itake of his taking Regeneration in 
a bodily Senſe.) But how can we 
tufhcicntly wonder at God made Man! 
— at Infinity contind! — at Eternity 
ſtooping to time! — at the Creator en- 
tring the Womb of his Creature! but 
thus Davids Lord becomes David's Son, 
—— Thus He that was before Abraham 
ſucceeds Him —— . 


Now the not rightly conſidering 
this Branch of our Belicf, vi. that our 
Bleſſed Saviour is perfect God and per- 
fect Man, — wiz. conceivd of the Holy 
Ghoſt, and born of the Virgin Mary, and 

| the 
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the endeavouring to comprehend this 
with Faculties as ours are (not propor- 
tinate to ſuch an attempt) — has be- 
gat all the Herches and Follies of any 
Magnitude, which have appear'd in the 
Chriſtian Church, —— To trace them 
out and inſiſt upon them would lead 
us out of our way, and make us appear 
impertinently Learned, - which is an 
Honour may be gaſily quitted to ſuch 
as like it. I would only obſerve. 
that in the Words we are now upon, 
viz. That He was conceiv'd of the Holy 
Ghoſt, and born of the Virgin Mary, — 
We believe in and confeſs the God — 
Manu of our Bleſſed Lord — God the 
Son comes down trom Heaven, and by 
the Mediation of God the Holy Ghoſt 


He becomes Man. 


IF we look upon the Birth of our 
Bleſſed Saviour, we find this Go Man 
in the Repreſentation the Scriptures give 
us of it, — In Bethlehem, a little 
Town in FJudæa, with poor Friends 
about Him, in a mcan Manger, we find 
the humble Jeſus —— The Son of Man 
{which to ſhew his Love to us He tre- 
quently ſtiles Himſelf.)

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Bor if we look about us we find 
rhe God too. —— The promiſe of his 
Birth had been the comfort of the Faith- 
ful from the Creation ; —— The Holy 
Prophets forctold it; —— The Law did 
ſhadow it out in Types and Figures; — 
The Angels are frequent Mefiengers 
about it ;-—— The Wiſc-Men from the 
Eaſt are conducted by a Star from Hea- 

ven bringing the richeſt Product of thei 

Country, as an Offering to this New- 
born- God. ——— At the time of the 
Birth of it's mighty Lord, Nature ſeems 
to thicken it's ee —— Heayen 
and. Earth, Men and Angels ſcem to 
join in that Glory be to God on hich, and 
on Earth peace, good will towards Men. 


To go ON —— who fuſfer d under Pon- 
tius Pilate, was cucified, dead, and buried, 
— We all know who Pontius Pilate was, 
— viz, That Hc was a Roman of thc 
Equeſtrian order, and Governor of Ju- 
dea, by the Commiſſion of Tiberius the 
Emperor, we know likewiſe that Cru- 
cifixion was the ſervile ſupplicium a- 
mong the Romans. We nced not 
ſtop to ſay what it is to be Cxucified, 
to be Dead, and Buried, —— the dit- 
ficulty in this Article is to reconcile 


theſe 
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theſe to the Perſon of whom they arc 
predicated, —— and that is Jctus Chriſt 
the only Son of God, for He it is who 
in the Article antecedent, was concerv'd 
of the Holy Ghoſt, and born of the Virgin 
Mary. — He therefore and He only in 
the Language of our Crecd, aid ſuffer 
under Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dead, 
and buried ——, 


Bur how can the Eternal Son of 
God tufter? is He the Eternal Son of 
God, but by his Divinity, and can the 
Divine Nature ſuffer ? _——— No ſurely, 
— The Father then and the Holy Spirit 
wou'd have had their ſhare in the Paſſion 
of our Lord, and that which was 
all Perfection, (viz. the Divine Nature) 
would have ccas'd to be ſo, which is 
impoſſible 


Tax Divine Nature therefore could 
not ſuffer, nor do we in this Article 
profeſs our Belief of any ſuch thing, 
tho' at the ſame time we believe and 
confeſs that Jeſus Chriſt ſuſfer d under 
Pontius Pilate, &c. for if we attend to 
the Article preceding in our Creed, we 
there confeſs that He was conceiv d of the 
Holy Ghoſt, and born of the Virgin Mary, 

But 
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But who was thus conceiv'd and born? 
even the Eternal Word, the Eternal 
God 


So that we ſce God and Man united 
in one Perſon, Chriſt: But of this U- 
nion of the Divine and Human Nature 
we mult diſtinctly conceive, for it is 
not by Confuſion of Subſtance, as one 
of our Creeds has it, but by Unity of 
Perſon ; in the Perſon therefore 
of Jeſus Chriſt are diſtinctly united per- 
fect God and perfect Man, What 
therefore is predicated of the Divine or 
Human Nature of Chriſt is referable to 
his Perſon, which Perſon is the Eternal 
Son of God, —— And in this Senſe, I 

believe the Paſſion of our Bleſſed Sa- 
viour, (which cannot poſſibly be under- 
ſtood of any thing but his Human Na- 
ture) is in the Language of our Crecd, 
— referr'd to his Perſon, and fo to Jc- 
{as Chriſt his only Son our Lord. 


INSTEAD of asking my ſelf a Que- 
ſtion or two here, which was the Me- 
thod propos d, I ſhall in this as in the 
former Article make this Obſervation, 
That the God Aan of our Bleſſed Lord 
appears in it. —— In the Paſſages pre- 

ceding, 
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ceding our Lord's-Paſlion (if his whole 
Life here on Earth may not be reckon'd 
ſuch) at the time of his Suffering, and 
in thoſe Things ſubſequent to it, —— 
We certainly find the Man Chriſt Jeſus; 
—— Father it be poſſible, Let this Cup 
paſs from me, — — was the Language of 
once who felt our Infirmitics, and Ja- 
bour'd under the Apprehenſion of ſome- 
thing dreadtul to fall on Him ——. 


IF we look forward, we ſee our Blc{- 
ſed Lord arraign'd, {pit upon, condemn d 
and murder'd ; The wrath of God, the 
fury and malice of Men and Devils let 
looſe upon Him. —— Look we {ur- 
ther for the Man? we find Him dead 
and buricd 


Bur during all this, we cannot bur 
diſcover the God too, —— The Rocks 
were cleft aſunder, the Graves opencd 
of themſelves, and yielded up their 
Dead, —— The Earth ſhook and trcm- 
bled, the Sun drew a vai: over it's Face, 
—all Nature ſcem'd to be in an agony 
at the Expiring of it's Lord and Maſter. 
— juſt therefore was the Ccnturion's 


Confeſſion, —— ſurely this was the Sor 
of God F 


I WoOUn 
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I wovu'd ſhut up this Article with 
the Words of an * Author of our own, 
which tho' few, are yet ſo clear and 
expreſſive, that They will force their 
way into an ingenuous Mind at firſt 


hearing das our Bleſſed Saviour 
(says He) was God, He could ſatisfy, 
tho He could not ſuffer, —— as He 
* was Man He could ſuffer, tho' He 
could not ſatisfy, but as He was God- 
Man He could both ſuffer and fatisfy, 
and ſo become a full and ſufficient 
Sacrifice for the Sins of the Whole 
World —. 


TAE Article following is, hat He 
deſcended into Hell, aud roſe again the 
third day from the Dead —=— . 


Now as to that part of the Article 
concerning Chriſt's deſcent into Hel. 
Expolitors are generally ſhy and wary, 
and they may have ſome reaſon tor being 
to, — They mumble it indeed, but they 
gencrally leaye the Argument where 
they found it. But in this place our 
Duty ſurely is openly to declare as to

was not ——. 


_ Bes1prs, if the deſcent into Hell, which 
are the firſt words in this Article, mean 
no more than being buried; they dit- 
fer not from the laſt words of the for- 
mer Article, and our Creed muſt be 
charg'd with Tautology, —— And that 
{ can't allow of —. 


Bur this is what I do not believe; 
—— What do I bclicve? —— Why I be— 
lieve when our Bleſled Saviour expired

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({ays St. Auſtin) we muſt confeſs that 
the Soul of Chriſt was in Hell, and no 
Chriſtian can deny it ——. 


Bur why do I believe that the Soul 
of Chriſt upon it's Separation was with 
the Souls departcd in peace? for eis dd 


will admit of a Latitude excluſive of 
{uch a Reſtriction. 


To this I anſwer, our Bleſſed Saviour 
told the Thief upon the Croſs, this day 
ſhalt Thon be with me in Paradiſe; 
and this was ſpoken as a reward of thc 
Thict's Faith, which thus belicved in. a 
dying Saviour, and therefore Paradiſe 
there muſt be the place of Souls de- 
parting in peace with God. And, 

that this was not the Heaven of Hea- 
vens or the Preſence of God, we may 
 cather from thoſe words of our Savi— 
our immediately upon his Reſurrection, 
5 Torn me not, for I hate not yet 
aſcended to my Father, and this 
was after the time the Thief upon the 
Crocs was to be with Him? in Paradiſe; 
to that our Savicur was in Paradiſe 
upon the very day 


of his Crucifixion;

THAT the Souls of Men ſeperated 
by Death from their Bodies are afhgn'd 
to different Places, Where they know 
themſelves and one another, and have 
likewiſe Reflections upon whom they 
left behind them in Life, may be fairly 
gathered from the Evangeliſt's account 
of Drives and Lazarus, and the Confe- 
rence of the former with Avraham up- 
on that occaſion.

Wr arc now come to the Reſur- 
rection of our Lord, —— He aefcended 
auto Hell, and roſe again the third day from 
the Dead. His Body and Soul 
were ſeparated the one from the other, 
and went to their reſpective places ac- 
cording to the foregoing parts of our 
Creed (already c:plain'd. =!) Now by 
is Divine Power, or by the Power of 
the Spirit, as the Scripture calls it, his 
Body and Soul came together again, and 
He is Identically the fame Chriſt who 
dy'd for us. —— Thus was He put 10 
death in the Fleſh, but quicicmel by the 
Fhirit. 


He roſe again the third day, dix. the 
days of his Crucifixion and Reſurrection 
included) but why he third day? — 
Why? 'twas fo forctold by God, — 
typified by Jonas being in the belly of 
the Whale, to which our Saviour him- 
lelf alludes. _— If we are ſtill 1ngui- 
hive for a Reaſon, let us take up with 

£3 this, 
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this, v/z. if our Bleſſed Lord had riſen 
ſooner than on the third day, it might 
have been ſuggeſted that He had not 
been dead, and if later, that it 
was not He Himſelf that was riſen, but 
ſome one who was taken for Him. We 
might here, if it were proper to appear 
{carncd, call in Terinllizn, Euſebius, and a 
cloud of Witnefles, who would tell us of 
the very Letter written by Pontius Pilate 
to Tiverizs upon the Reſurrection of our 
Lord,. and how e this Matter was 
agitated in the Roma Senate. — Bur J 
think it proper rather to go on 


Fe aſcended into Heaven, and ſitteth at 
the richt hand of Cod. — In theſe words 
there are two Things we may juſt touch 
upon, our Blceficd Lord's Aſcenſion, 
and his Seſſion at God's right Hand. — 
Flis riling from the Grave, ſtrictly and 
properly ipcaking, was his Reſurrection, 
as the lame Body and Soul were united 
and did riſe again. — But His Afcen- 
lion into Heaven may likewiſe in ſome 
{ort be caild a Reſurrection too: 
after our Lord's Reſurrection from the 
Grave, He ſaw and convers'd frequent 
iy with his Apoſtles and others forty 
days, and while He was talking with 

them 
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them on Mount Ollvet, He was 
gradually before their Eyes taken up 
into Heaven 


OF his Reſurrection from the dead, 
the Scripture gives us no poſitive Evi- 
dence that ſaw Him riſe, but for that 
there is good reaſon, for they that ſaw 
Him after He was riſen, were witneſles 
of his riſing, tho' they did not ice it; 
— but as to the proof of his Aſcen— 
ion, many witneſſes were rcquilite, and 
many there were. Not as Euoch's Tran- 
ſlation, which the Scripture expreſſes in 
{o ſhort a manner, that we don't know 
well how to conccive about it, 
Enoch was not for God took Him —. 


THe carrying of Elijah up to Heaven 
in the Chariot of Fire, has but one 
witnets we read to ſupport it, 
and St. Paul's account of his own 
Tranſlation thither ſcems to want even 
that, —— nay his Exſtacy and Ravith- 
ment upon that occaſion would not let 
his own Evidence be clear, —— whether 
in the Body, or out of the Body, I cannot 
tell, God knows, ſays the Apo- 
itic

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Bor in the Aſcenſion of our Bleſſed 
Saviour, we have not only twelve Wit- 
neſſes of undoubted Credit who ſaw 
Him aſcend, but Two likewiſe from 
Heaven it ſelf, to which He was aſcend- 
cd, who came to aſſure his Apoſtles, 
and in them us, whither He was gone. 
Give me lcave juſt to recite St. Luke's 
Deſcription of this Matter in the firſt 
of the Ads, which is wonderfully beau- 
tiful. And to ſuch who have any 
taſte that way, the Evangeliſt will ſeem 
to have given a sketch of his Office, 
and to have painted in a moſt lively 
Manncr that Amazement and Stupi— 
faction of the Apoſtles, which could 
not but ariſe in them at ſeeing their 
Maſter gradually aſcend up into Hea- 
ven before their Eyes; — Te Men of 
Galilee (ſay the Heavenly Meſſengers) 
Why ſtand you thus gazing up into Hea- 
ven? This IL ame Jeſus, which is 
taken up from you iuto Heaven, ſhall ſo 


come in bike manner, as you het ſeen Him 
£0 into Heaven 


I NFED not tell you that our Savi- 


our's Seſſion at the right Hand of God, 
means only a place of the higheſt Ho- 
nour, which indeed was his own from 

all 
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all Eternity, but to which He now ex- 
alted even our Human Nature. 


BEFORE I ſhut up this Article, 1 
would obſerve one Thing, which is, 
that the word which occurs in this, and 
in the firſt Article, vix. the word (Al- 
mighty) tho' it be the ſame in our 
Tongue. is not ſo in the Greek Lan- 
Suage, The firſt Article runs thus,

In this Article, zaJeCopay, ew MEA 
des naTps mvTowdus.

Liber, compos ſui, —— as in the Poet. — 
But not to follow theſe Men of Cri- 
ticiſm too far, which might lead us 
out of our way perhaps, ——— let us 
allow that the two words, Tavmxpanep 
and 7arrdwap@ arc of different Signi- 
fications, — and no doubt they arc ſo.— 
But why one in the firſt Article of our 
Creed apply'd to God (Almighty), pg

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the other in the ſixth? — Here our Men, 
who deal rather in the Judgment of 
Words than things, drop us; — but if 
it be allow'd to offer a Keaton, it ſcems 
to be this: —— In the firit Article we 
profeſs our belief in God Authoritatively 
Almighty, Which ariſes from the Con- 
templation of his Nature and Attributes: 
But in the Sixth (the Making of Hca— 
ven and Earth, the Creation of Man, 
and that ftupcndous Work of Redemp- 
tion intcverning) —— We profeſs our 
Belicf in the Operative Almighty ; == 
and fo that our Saviour is fat down at 
that right Hand, which in the Language 
of the P/almiſt, bringeth mighty Things

THE next Article is, That He ſhall 
come again with Glory, to judge both the 
quick and the dead. —— In which there 
arc three Things, which muſt at leaſt bc

a little before 


This ſame FJe ſus, which is taken up from 
voi into Heaven, ſhall ſo come in like 
 mainner, as Jos have ſeen Him go in- 
to Heaven. Nor muſt we omit 
our Blefled Lord's own promiſe upon 
this occaſion, in St. John 14. v. 3. 1 
will come again, and receive you to my 
felf, &c. If therefore the Teſtimony of 
the Apoſtle, of the Holy Angels, and 
of Chriſt Himſelt, can give us aſſurance 
of his coming, we have it 


Bur 2aly, His coming will be with 
Glory, —— Wheoſoever ſhall be aſhamed of 
me, and my words in this adulterous Gene- 
ration, of Him alſo ſhall the Son of Man 
be aſham'd, when He cometh in the Glory

OuR judge being ſeated upon his 
Throne. behold all Nations of the Earth 
ſtanding at once before Him. — Before 
Him ſhall be gather'd all Nations, and He 
all ſeparate Them, the one from the 
other. So that good and bad Men 
(we (cc) are allotted different Stations 
at the laſt day, even before their Sen- 
tence or Trial; — To which St. Fohz 
leads us in the following words, 
And I ſaw the Dead, ſmall and great, 
PRanaino before God, and the Books were 
open d, aut another Book was pe, which 
5 rhe Book of Life, and the Dead were 
juag d ou 0 F thoſe Thins, which were writ- 
ten in the Books according to their Works. 
— Doubtleſs all this is to be under- 
ſtood in a figurative Senſe, and in 
compliance with our Apprchenſion of 
Things. But from hence we may 
Surely gather theſe two Particulars; As 
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/, that there will be at that Day a 
ſtrict Scrutiny made into the paſt Lives 
and Actions of Men; And 2adly, 
that this ſeems only to relate to bad 
Men, ſuch whoſe Names arc not writ- 
ten in the Book of Life, who have 
ſinn d themſelves out of the reach of 
Mercy. * Thc Book of Lite, ac- 
cording to Interpreters, bearing Analogy 
to the Corporation Book of a City, in 
which all tnc Citizens arc enroll'd while 
they behave Themſelves as they ſhould 
do, but their Names are cras'd upon 
any ſcandalous Crime or Miſdemean— 
our, ſo that They who arc enroll'd 
in the Book of Life, as Citizens of Hex 
ven, will at that day meet with nothing 
from their Judge, but the gratctul Re: 
membrance of what zood They had 
done, —— Well aone 7 2 good aud Faith. 
ful Servant, enter T hou into the 79 of thy 
Lord 


INDEED, if the many Sins and In 
firmities of the beſt of Men, which 
their T cars and Repentance have walh'd 
away, were particularly to be number d 
over in the Preſence of God, Angels, 
and Men, — ſuch a Remembrance wou'd

caſt 
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caſt a Cloud over the Happineſs of that 
Day; and tho' God did preſcntly de- 
clare Them pardon'd, yet ſuch Men 
would be uncaſy for ſome time, and 
not know how to pardon Themſelves. 
But with ſuch the Caſe ſeems to be 
otherwiſe, for the Scripture aſſures us 
that thcir Sins are blotted out, —— the 
account is not croſs'd in the Book, for 
then it might be ſeen tho' the Debt was 
paid, but their Sins are blotted out, they 
are quite done away, their Remembrance 
is no more ; 


3 are two Particulars relating 
to chi s Judgment, which I would juſt 
mention, —— As * firſt, that the Scrip- 
ture ſcems to intimate that good Men 
after the, Come 7 led, of their Judge, 
their Saviour, will immediatly be admit. 
ted to a place on that Throne of Judg 
ment, and join with their Maſter in his 
Sentence upon the Wicked; —— and 
this teems to be founded upon thole 
known words of St. Paul, —— Do ye not 
know that the Saints ſhall juage the World * 
Know ye not that we ſhail judge 
Angels? —— The other Thing 1 wou'd 
mention is, == That at the cloſe of the

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Solemnity of that Day, — the Hea- 
vens and the Earth, this World we now 
behold, ſhall inſtantly take Fire and periſh 
in the Flames of God's Wrath. 
This is built upon “ St. Peter's words, 
In the day of the Lord, the Heawvens ſhall 
paſs away with a great noiſe, and the Ele- 
ments ſhall melt with fervent Heat, the 
Earth and all the Works therein, ſhall be 
burn'd up 


In a word, to ſumm up our Bclict 
as to this Article, —— We believe that 
our Bleſſed Lord and Saviour will come 
ar the laſt Day, attended with a mighty 
Hoſt of Angels to judge the World. 
—— That at the Voice of his Trumpet, 
the Grave ſhall give up it's Priſoners 
the Dead, who together with the Liv 
ing, ſhall all ſtand before the Judgment 
Seat of Chriſt. —— That the Holy Angels 
will divide this numerous Company in 
to two Parts, alloting the right Hand ot 
the Throne to the Happy, the Lett to 
the Miſerable 


THAT our Bleſſed Lord always moſt 
ready to fave, will firſt call up his faith- 
ful Servants, and ſeat them upon the

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Throne of his Glory, whilſt the Sen- 
tence of Wrath is paſſing upon the 


Wicked. The Former will then 
aſcend with their Bleſſed Lord, Miriads

The Latter will no ſooner hear their 
Sentence, but feel it in part Executed 
in that raging Fire, which will inſtantly 
lay hold upon and conſume this World. 
— Dreadfully amazing will be that horrid 
Out-cry, when amidſt a flaming World, 
multitudes of unhappy Souls arc fink- 
ing down to Chains and Miſery Eter— 
nal 


Trus do we believe and profels, that 
He ſhall come again with Glory to judge 
both the quick and the dead —=, 1 wave 
putting of Queſtions to my ſelf in the 
cloſc of this, as well as of ſome pre- 
ceding Articles, —— becauſe my An- 
Wers would be in ſome Mcaturc but 


a Repetition of what I ſaid be- 
ore —— .

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THE next Article is, —— I believe in 
the Holy Ghoſt. Now when I ſay 
T believe in the Holy Ghoſt ; 1 firſt belicve 
the Holy Ghoſt to be God, To be 
the third Perſon in the Sacred Trinity, 

—— To procced from the Fathcr and 
the Son, ——— To regulate, ſupport, 
and comfort Chriſt's Church here on 
Earth, —— And laſtly, to be intimate 
with and refreſhing to the Mind of c- 
very true Belicver ——. 


EACH of theſe would admit of a 


large Diſcourlc, if cach doth not de- 


mand it; But for the future we 
mult endeavour to Contract. That 
the Holy Goff is God, and one Perſon 
in the Sacred Trinity, we gather from 
the account the Evangeliſt gives us 
of the Baptitn1 of our Saviour: — 

At that grand Inauguration we find 
cach Perſon in the Bleſſed Trinity di- 
ſtinctly mention'd; The Son bap— 
tiz d, the Holy Ghoſt deſcending,

THarT the Holy Ghoſt is the third Per- 
ſon in the Blefled Trinity we gather 
from our Saviour's words, Go ye there- 
fore and teach all Nations, baptizing Them 
in the Name of the Father, the Son, and 
the Holy Ghoſt 


Tnar the Holy Ghoſt proceedeth from 
the Fathcr and the Son, thus we ga- 


ther; - ſometimes the Scripture calls 
Him the Spirit of the Father, —— ſome— 
times the Hirit of the Son; —— He is 


likewite filed the Spirit of Chrift, and 
the Hiri: of God; now as He is con- 
feſs d to proceed from God the Father, 
as He is the Spirit of the Father, and 
the Spirit of God; fo mult it likewite 
be conteſts d, that He proceeds from God 
the Son, —— as He is ſaid to be the 
Spirit of the Son, and the Spirit ot 
God : And thus with the Church,

very Difficulty, —— and, notwithſtand- 
ing the Malice of Men and Devils, to 
be more than Conquerors : — Ihus 
by the ſame Holy Groft Gifts are given 


for or to Men, ihe Gifts of Prophecy, 


of Preaching, of Tongues are from the 
fame Spirit: hen the Spirit of Trute 
i come, ſays our Saviour in * St. John, He 
will guide you into all Truth, — We are 
ſaid to be ſav'd (by St. Paul) by the uaſh- 


ing of Regeneration, and renewing of the 


Holy Ghoſt ; —— and by the ſame Apoſtle 
we are ſaid to be ſanclißed and ever 
juſtified in the Name of our Lord Feſ::s 
Chrift, and that by the Spirit of God —. 


EvERT thing, if we ſcarch the Scrip- 
tures, we find that can poſſibly be done 
in order to our Well-being and Salva- 
tion, without intrenching upon the Frec- 
dom of our Wills, flow in upon us 
from the ſame Holy Spirit. The

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Operations of the Spirit inſtructing our 
Underitandings, and mollifying our 
Hearts and Affections, being the laſt 
and moſt aflifling means that Heaven 
it ſelt has thought fit to grant us in or- 
der to prevent our Ruin. —— He there- 
{orc that knowingly, wiltully, and ob- 
ſtinarcly withftands and obſtructs thoſe 
means, — ſcems to me to draw neareſt 
to that Sin, —— which we are told ſhall 
rot be forgiven either in this World or that 
2whici) Is to come 


DiviNEs uſually reſtrain this Sin a- 
gainſt the Holy GH oſt, to that paſlage in 
the Goſpel 8 preceding Our 
Saviour's Declaration, —— I mcan that 
of the Phariſees imputing the working 
thoſe Miracles to the Power of the De- 
Lil, which were done only by the Power 


Of the Spirit; —— and they ſupport this 
their Conjecture with Reatons not a 
few: —— Indecd what ſcems to reſtrain 


it to that place, is this, tis calld there 
He bla hee, . the Holy Graft. But 
as there is a Sin, which St. John tells

us, lies out of the reach of Interceſſion, 
jor Hic would not have us pray for it; 
I do not know any thing comes ſo 
near it as that above mention'd; That

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of the Phariſees, and this both agree in 
reſiſting the Operations of the Holy 
Spirit. —— He therefore that withſtands 
the External Operations of the Spirit 
with the Phariſees in the Goſpel, may 
come near that dreadful Sin; —— But 
He that wiltully and obſtinately reſiſts 
the Inward Operations of the Spirit, — 
That laſt effort of Heaven it ſelf to fave 
Him, muſt ſurely be allow'd to draw

BUT this has lead us too far; go we 
on to the next Article, — viz. The Holy 
Catholick Church, The Communicn of Salts. 
Now by the word Church, 1 un- 
derſtand the Souls belicving in, and in 
part enjoying Chrift both Rerc and de- 
parted hence. And this Church, or 
ExxAroia, or Body ſo call'd by God or 
of the World, I believe ro be Holy, 
firſt, in reſpect of it's Head, vg. Chriſt ; 
in reſpect of it's Members, which arc 
lanctificd by the Holy Spirit; —— and 
in reſpect of it's Laws which are Pure 
and Holy. 


Bor this Holy Church 1s Catholick Or 
Univerſal. How can that be? —— 


two Parts in Three of the World, it 
D 3 not. 
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not more, ſeem to be no ways related 
to it; —— and it's Title to Catholict was 
much leſs ſo than 'tis now at the time 
this Creed was made, if it was com- 


pos d by the Direction of the Apo- 
ſtles . 


To this it may be anſwer'd, that we 
and the Apoſtles both believe in the 
ſame Holy Catholick Church, potentially 
Catholick (as the Togictans call it) not 
actually ſo; —— or in other wor, that 
it is no ways rcſtrain'd or limted; —— 
7 will give Thee the Heathen ffor thy In. 
h:ritzace, aud the utmoſt pars of the Earth 
for thy Poſjeſſion Go ye therefore, 
ſays our Blefted Savihur, arſciple all 
Nztions. —— And again WE read, the Go- 
{yel 125 to be preach'd to every Creature, — 
that repentance and remiſſion of Sins ſhould 
be proach'd in his Name among all Na-

forzs, beginning at Jeruſalem -. 


In Judah (indeed before) was God 
known, and his Name was great in Iſrael.

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Havinc thus explain'd the firſt part 
of the Article, the ſecond will ſpeak 
it felt; —— having profeſs d our Belief 
in the Church, as it is Holy, and Catholick, 
in this Body of Chriſt we imme— 
diatly find the Communion of Saints, = Viz, 
that the Saints have in common one 
God, one Chriſt, one Spirit, one Lord, 
one Faith, one Baptiſm, one Hope; —— 
And the Fruit of theſe will be a Com- 
munication of all Dutics of Charity 
and Picty.

THE next words are, the forgiveneſs 
of Sins. And our Belief as to 
this Article we ground upon the Satis- 
faction of our Saviour for the Sins of 
Man; Who by that one great Sa- 
criftice of Himſelf, made ſufhcient A- 
tonement for the Sins of tne whole 
World ; Who (as * St. Paul ſays) 
is the Saviour of all Men, eſpecially of 
ſuch as believe i

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Men, why eſpecially of ſuch as believe ? 


—— Salvation from Salvation differeth 
not, and if All are ſaved, why eſpecially 
fomc? To which it may be anſwer' d, 
that the Merits of Chriſt may, thro 
the Mercy of God, extend to all, —— 
That as in Adam all dy d, fo in Chriſt all 
may be made alive. But then the 
faithful only, ſuch as are under Cove— 
nant with God, and God with Them 
thro' Chriſt, — can plead thoſe Merits: 
The Merits may indeed be extended to 
all Mankind, — but the Church of Chriſt 
alone lays claim to Them; and in this 
Senſe is our Lord the Saviour of all Men, 


eſpecially of ſuch as believe ; 


AND now having diſcover'd the Foun- 
tain from whence all Forgiveneſs of 
Sin muſt take it's riſe, — Let us juſt touch 
upon the means by which tis convey d 
to us; ——— and thoſe are the Sacra- 
ments, —— the word of God, and the 
Power committed to his Miniſters. 


OF the firſt and laſt of theſe, vir. 
the Sacraments, and the Power of the 
Keys I chooſe in this place to take 
Notice, becauſe to me they ſeem to 
be link'd to this Article, —— For hav-

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ing profeſs d our Faith in the forgive- 
2 of Hin, —— To ſee how that Mer- 
cy is ſeal'd to us — comes I think next 
in Courſe to be confider'd. Now 
that the Remiſſion of Sins is annex'd 
to Baptiſm, the Scripture 1s full and 
expreſs; Repent and be bapti⁊ d every 
one of you in the Name of Feſus Chriſt for 
the Remiſſion of Sins, — ſays St. Peter 
to the Fews in the 24 of the Ads. —— 
Ariſe and be baptiz'd, and waſh away 27 
Sins, ſays Ananias to Paul. 
which agrees that excellent Definition 
of Baptiſm in our Catechiſm, — e. 
A Death unto Sin, a new Birth unto Righte- 
ouſneſs; for being by Nature born os. Sin, 
and the Children of Wrath, We are hereby 
made the Children of Grace 


I NEED not repeat the many Texts 
of Scripture, in which Remiſſion of 
Sin is ſect forth as the Grace of the Eu- 
chariſt, it being the main Pillar of 
our Faith, that by his Stripes we arc 
heald, by his Death are we deliver'd from 
Death; — This is my Blood of the New 
Teſtament ſhed for you, and for many for 
the Remiſſion of Sins, — ſays our Bleſſed 
Lord at the Inſtitution of this Sacra- 
ment. — But having open'd this 
Article 
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Article with ſomething of this Nature; 


I go on to the other means of 
Remiſſion of Sins, lodg'd in what we 
call the Power of the Keys, — which 
ſeems to be the Power given by Chriſt 
to St. Peter, and the other Apoſtles, — 
and by them to the ſucceſſive Gover- 
nours of the Church, as they were Ste- 
wards and Overſecrs, and ſo had the 
Keys in it 


We may confine our Thoughts here 
to two Things, —— wiz. what is this 
Power, — and to whom it was given: 
— And in conſidering Theſe, we muſt 
not conſult the Libertine who depreſſes 
it too much, and ſo tis no matter to 
whom it be given; nor muſt we go to 
Him who calls Himſelf the ſucceſſor of 
St. Peter, who raiſes this Power of the 
Keys to a monſtrous Degree, and gives 
it to St. Peter alone, and that for a 
very good Reaſon, that He may have 
it Himſelf ———, | 


Bur a more open, and ingenuous, and 
lets intereſted Guide muſt be conſulted, 
1 mcan the word of God, * I will 
grve Thee the Keys of the Kingdom A Hea-

cn 
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vez (ſays our Saviour to St. Peter) and 
whatſoever Thou ſhalt biad on Earth, ſhall 
be bound in Heaven; and whatſoever Thou 
ſhalt looſe on Earth, ſhall be logſed in 
Heaven. —— And again, addreſſing Him- 
ſelf to his Apoſtles, — Whatſoever ye 
(hall bind on Earth, ſhall be bound in Hea- 
ven; and whatſoever ye ſhall looſe on Earth, 
ſhall be looſed in Heaven, — in the 18th 


of St. Matthew. There is but one 
place more where this Power, or ra- 
ther the promiſe of it, —— is delc- 


cated to the Apoſtles, and that is in the 
20th of St. John, where our Sa— 
viour after his Reſurrection, — ſays — — 
Receive ye the Holy Ghoſt, whoſoever Sins 
ye remit, They are remitted unto Them 
and whoſoever Sins ye retain, They are 
retained ; —— Which to me ſeems to be, 
—— whatſoever you, and in you your 
Succeſſors, ſhall do in the remitting or 
retaining of Sins, in the regulating and 
governing the Church as directed by 
the Spirit of Truth, or the Word of 
God, which is from the ſame Spirit, is 
ratified and confirm'd both in Heaven 
and Earth. — Here the Libertine inter- 
poſes, if this be the Power you talk of, 
who has it not? Cannot any one ſpeak, 
what the Scripture ſpeaks betore Him ? 

— My 
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— My anſwer is, -— no one but He 
that has receiv'd a Commiſſion to do 


ſo, and if He will read the Story 
of Korah and his Company, He will 
find a wide difference between medling 
with Things Sacred, without, or with a 
Commiſſion 


As for the Romaniſt who enlarges 
this Power beyond what he has warrant 
to do, and ſays, our Lord gave it to 
St. Peter alone, = My anſwer in a word 
is this, —— Our Lord promis'd to give 
this Power of the Kcys to St. Peter, and 
did give it Him, but then it was in 
common with the reſt of the Apoſtles: 
—— The word is not Ji, I give Thee 
the Power, Cc. but Jaw, I will give 
Thee, and ſo He did; it was not 
Jom col A, and fo the other Apo- 
ttles having the like promiſe, ſhared 
with Him in the Execution of it, for 
the Holy Ghoſt deſcended upon all of 
Them 


Bur I enlarge this Article too much, 
and do not conſider I have two others 
to include within this Lecture.

THERE is no Article of our Creed 
clog'd with more Objections (modern 
ones at leaſt) than this. They, in 
a word, that object againſt the Reſwr- 
rection of the Body cannot conceive the 
quomoao, and ſo declare the thing it felt 
impoſſible, — which is a Conſequence 
will not be allow'd Them, unleſs by 
one who conceives better of their Abi— 
lities than I do 


Ovn Bodics (ſay they) are perpetu— 
ally changing before Death and after- 
wards, —— at what time therefore may 
a Man's Body be call'd his own ? 
Nay we feed one upon another, and 
ſo one Man's Body becomes that of 
another; which will quite contound all 
Diſtinction of Aſeum Tuum; —— and 
other ObjcQtions they have cqually hard 
at View to be Solved, and ſo with 
great kindneſs they offer us a Solution 
of this Matter, the Beſurrection of the 

Dead, 
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Dead, The av4gzms rexpay conſiſts only in 
the Souls riſing with a Conſciouſneſs of 
what was done when it was in the Body, 
— or in other words, The Reſurrection 
of the Soul is that of the Body, 
for arzgzms vixper Can have Reference 


to the Body only, —— The Soul with- 
out annihilating cannot dyc 


Bur any one that raiſes a Difficulty 
in order to appear' wiſe with it may 
have his Solution given Him back again, 
and no harm done 


LEr therefore this Objector take his 
bodily Self- conſciouſneſs to Himſelf, and 
what will He make of it ? 


Bur then, how ſolve we the Difh- 


culties with which the Kefſarrection of 
the Body is entangled ? 


THERE were, we find, who put this 
ye in St. Paul's time, —— with 
what Bodies are they rais d? —— And the 
Apoſtle does not over-compliment this 


difhculty - ſtarter, —— Thou Fool ( ſays 
He) Cc. 


BUT in this place and upon this 
occaſion, 
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occaſion, I am to declare my o 
Thoughts. —— Why therefore do Ib 
lieve the Reſurrection of the Body? why, 
I think the Scripture is cxprets in it, 
and the Difficulties People ſtart about 
this proceed rather from their own 
entangled Conceptions of Things, than 
from the Things themſelves. For 
God in tac Creation might allot mat- 
ter for every particular Soul that was 
to be cloath'd with a Body in this 
World; —— How therefore that mat- 
ter might be toſsd about from one 
place to another (for annihilated it 
could not be without God) it matters 
not, it will ſtill be the Property of 
Him, whoſe Property it was in Lite. 
and for whom it was Created. ——— 
The Account may be intricate and per- 
plex'd, but an All- wiſe Accountant 
will ſoon adjuſt and ſet it right; —— 
ſo that our Objc&tors mult not come 
with arduas and Dithcultics, but with 
Impoſlibilitics before they diſpoſſeſs us 
of this Article in our Creed ==. - 


TILL then we belicye that Chriſt 
the Captain of our Salvation is the FI 
Fruits of the Reſurrection, and as the firſt 
Fruits are, ſuch is the remaining Har- 

veſt, 
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veſt, —— As therefore Chriſt's Body and 
Soul were ſeparated by Death, and u- 
nited again in his Refurrection, ſo will 


ours; —— This is my Belief and in this 
I ſtand ——. | 


Tn next and laſt Article is the Life 
everlaſting, and a noble one 1s it; 
ſuch as gives Lite and Luſtre to all 
that went before it; —— for without 
this, I had almoſt ſaid with the Apo- 
ſtle in a caſe not unlike this before us, 
our Faith is Vain —. 


Fox to what end ſhould we make 
our: boaſt, and believe that we are 
made by an Almighty God, it we his 
Work are of ſhort Continuance ? 
In vain are we redeem'd from Miſery 
and Deſtruction, if we are ſoon to be 
no more. Why are we comfort- 
ed and refreſh'd by God's Holy Spirit, 
if wc arc only to taſte of that Plea- 
ture, and then to looſe it? — In vain 
are we of the Church Militant here on 
Earth, or of that Triumphant in Hea- 
ven, if that Triumph be ſo ſhort; our 
Sins may be forgiven, and our Bodics 
reſtor'd us, — but why ? ——- To have 
them taken from us again? . 


CUCH 
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SUCH is our Creed if we read it o- 
ver excluſive of this laſt Article, vzz. 
the Life everlaſting. — Let us now read 
it over with It —. 


Wr believe that we are made by 
God, and arc made for ever : — That 
we arc redeemed from Etcrnal Miſery, 
and {hall be happy Eternally : That the 
comtorts of God's Holy Spirit, will con- 
tinually grow upon us, till Thought 
and Expreſſion can neither reach nor 
deſcribe them: — That as we are Mem- 
bers of Chriſt's Body here, we ſhall be 
living Members of Him for ever. —— 
That our Sins will be forgiven us, — our 
Bodies rais'd and united to our Souls, 
that They may be joint Partakers of 
Eternal Happincſs. 


I wOULD only obſerve that as this 
Happineſs overleaps all Time, ſo does 
it all Thought and Conception about 
it ==. Ear hath not heard, nor Bye ſeen 
neither hath it enter d into the Heart of 
Man, to conceive what God hath laid up 
for Them that love Him —

VI. 


TFOHERE remains now nothing 
1 more for me to treat of but the 
Decalogue, and the Lord's-Prayer, Which 
hall be brought, if poſſible, within the 
Compals of this Lecture —— 


Now the Decaloguc, or Ten Com- 
mandments, is that part of the Law given 
by God to AMoſes, and by Him to the 
Children of Iſrael, which reſpected their 
Manners as Men, not as a peculiar Peo- 
ple, upon which account tis call d Mo- 
ral | 


Tun Commandments branch Them- 
{cives into two Parts, . our Duty to 
God, and our Duty to our Neighbour; 
— And the Foundation upon which the 
Performance of both of Theſe muſt 


be 
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be built is Love, as our Saviour tells 
us in the Goſpel, wiz. Thou ſhalt love 
the Lord thy God, with all thy Heart, and 
with all thy Soul, and with all thy Strength; 
and thy Neighbour as thy Self. —— The 
Commandments all but one, if that 
does not do lo too, tell us what we 
ſhould not. do : —— Hence the Apoſtle, 
Love worketh no Evil, therefore Love is the 


fulſilling of the Law L 


HAaviNG taken this ſhort View of 
our Egundation, ict us come to the Su- 
perſtricture, vr. the Commandments 
Themſclves : 


I. AND the Firſt is, Thou ſhalt have 
none other Gods bit me — 1ff, Negatively, 
Thou ſhalt hade no other Gods. — — 249), 
Affirmatively, Thou ſhalt have we for 
thy God ———. 


I wisH the Manner of Expreſſing 
this Commandment were ſomey;hat al- 
ter'd, —— for our Catechiim being, as 
It were, our Milk in our Cradles, I 
mean the firſt Thing we commit to 
Memory, when we begin to think; — 
There ſhould be nothing in the Expreſ— 
ton to puzzle or miſguide a Judgment 
when Tender —,

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Thou ſhalt have no other Gods but me &, 
There are other Gods then, ſays our 


young, Reaſoner, But we arc to 
have none but Him ; 


IF we look into Exodus, from whence 
the Commandments are taken, 
There we find it, Thou ſhalt have no 
her Gods before me, which will not mend 
the matter with a young Thinker nci- 
ther, —— who may be apt from hence 
to conclude, that there are other Gods, 
who arc to be deem'd as ſuch, prgided 
they be not ſet before our God. 
But not to ſtay too long here; —— 
The Original is neither but me, nor be— 
fore me, but before my Face f, — Affront 
ne not, ſays God, by ſetting up Idols be. 
{ore ny Faw, I Ain the. Lord ——-. 


it. The Second Commandment run: 
thus, Thos ſhalt not make to thy ſeif 
wy eraven Image, nor the likeneſs of any 
thiug that is in Heaven above, or in the 
Juri beneath, or in the Hater under 
the Earth, Tons ſhalt not bow down to 
Zhen, nor 20rſhip Them, &c. —— In the 
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former Commandment the Polytheiſt is 
{track at, in this the Idolater: — Not 
that it is unlawful to make Images, &c 
the Scripture commends the Men who 
did it, ſuch as wrought for the Taber- 
nacle &c. —— The Sin lies in worſhip- 
ing an Image as God: —— With this the 
Epigram agrees, 


Qui fingit ſacros auro vel marmore dultus, 
Now facit ille Deos; qui colit, ille facit. 


And fo the Lord plagued the People, we 
tind in the 324 Chaptcr of Exodus, 
becauſe they made the Calf, which Aaron 
made. To go on, 


III. Thou ſhalt not take the Name of the 
Lord thy God in vain, for the Lord will 
ot hold Him guiltleſs, that taketh his 
Name in vain. In This is forbid not 
only all Blaſphemy and Perjury, but all 
looſe, irreverend, and unbecoming men- 
tion of the great Name of God: and 
the Contraries to all theſe are likewiſe 
enjoin'd; and they will of Courſe ſpring 
up in that Heart in which the Love of 
God is Rooted 


IV. Remember that Thou keep Holy the 
Sabbath-Day, &C. — The worſhip of 


E 3 God 
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God being already enjoin'd, in this 
Commandment we have a Time ſtated 
and ſet apart for it, vis. the ſeventh 
Day, in which God reſted after the Crea- 
tion of the World, —— The Morality of 
this Precept, v/z. that there ſhould be 
ſtated Times ſet apart and conſecrated 
for the Worſhip of God, cannot be al- 
terd, it being, in reaſon immutably 
true; —— The Ceremony and Circum- 
ſtance of it may be, and is alter'd: — 
Thus the day on which our Lord roſe 
from the Dead, and on which the Holy 
Ghoſt deſcended on the Apoſtles, has 
in all Ages of Chriſtianity been ſet a- 
part as our Sabbath. —— * Let no Man 
therefore judge you in Meat, or in Drink, 
or in reſpect of an Holy Day, or of the 
New Moon, or of the Sabbath Days (lays 
St. Paul) which are a ſhadow of Things 
to come, but the Body is Chriſt. Thus 
Creation gives way to Redemption : — 
Thus Power, which calld us out of 
nothing, — is over-rul'd by Mercy, which 
call d us out of Miſery. 


V. Heneur thy Father and thy Mother, 
that thy Days may be long in the Land, 
which the Lord thy God giveth Thee,—_— 
This is the firſt Commandment with pro- 

* Col. 2. 17. | miſe, 
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miſe, as the Apoſtle obſerves, - and 
The obſervance of it lays hold of the 
firſt Fruits of Wiſdom, % whoſe right 
Hand is Length of Days, in her Left only 
Riches and Honour. 


In this Commandment the Duty of 


Inferiors to Superiors is entorc'd, 
not without a glance ro the Duty of 
Supcriors towards Inicriors too: 
By Father and Mother are meant our 
Governours, whether Natural, Civil, or 
Eccleſiaſtical, to whom all Duty and 
Revercnce is due, and by Virtue of this 
Commandment muſt be paid, and 
theſe Governours are therefore call d Fa- 
ters and Mothers, — to remind Them 
too of that Tenderneſs and Affection, 
which They ought to expreis towards 
Thoſe below Thom ———, 


I wouLD only obſerve, that Length 
of Days in this Commandment is no 
neceſſary Conſequence of the Obier- 
vance of it, but only an eventual one; 
— it docs not follow of Courſe, but 
it uſually happens ſo: Experience 
bears witneſs to This, Joſah, Enoch, 
and others are Examples of it; — Io 
Which add the Teſtimony of the Pro- 

E 4 Phet 
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phet 1/aiah, —— * The good Mau is taken 
away from the Evil to cane. 


VI. Thou ſhalt do no Murder. In 
this Commandment not only all actual 
Murder is prohibited, but even what 
leads to it. —— We are by it forbid not 
only to kill our Ncighbour, but like— 
wiſe we are forbid to deprive Him of 
what ſhould ſuſtain his Life: —— The 
Hircling's Wages is his Life, I mean 
what ſupports it, and it wilfully with- 
held by any one, ſo that He to whom 
'twas duc periſh, it is in a Scripture 
Scnſc Murder —. 


WE are by the Force of this Com- 
mandment forbidden not only to con- 
trive our Selves, but ſo much as to with 
for that Contrivance, even by another, 
Which may ſtrike at any Man's Life; — 
ſo that without laying Hands on ano- 
ther, we may Murder Him, and ſtab 
Him cven by Imagination —— 


Bur not only the groſs Sin, and the 
ſteps that lead to it are within the rcach 
of this Commandment, But the Con- 


traries to Theſe arc enjoin d, and They 
* 57.1, 


Will 
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will all center in the Foundation be- 
fore mention d, vg. Love; —— which 18 
therefore, as before obſerv d, the fulfill- 
ing of the Law —, and without it, there 
is hardly any Commandment which will 
not quickly be broken; this, if any 
one with relation to our Neighbour, 
bids fair to ſtand without it; I 
mean, there ſeems to be a wide Chaſm 
between not Loving and Killing ano- 
ther, and yet St. John by a Medium 
ſhews they are not far aſunder: 
For He that loveth not his Brother, may 
toon be brought to hate Him, and He 
that hateth Him (ſays the Apoſtle) 7s 4 
Murderer, — and hath not the Life of God 
abiding in Him; — that is is not under 
the Influence of God's Holy Spirit, and 
ſo no living Member of Chriſt's Body. 


Thou ſhalt not commit Adultery, ——- 
And herc, as in the preceding Com- 
mandment, not the Sin only, but what 
would be the Sin (if not reſtrain'd) is 
decm'd to be ſo. For as in the 
Former, we might Murder with the In- 
tention, ſo here may we commit Adultery 
with the Eye: — For He that looketh on 
a Woman, to luſt after Her ; hath already 


committed Aaultery Vith Her in his Hear.

e !ahbour”s Houſe, &c. 
one Thing, which is, That we are not to 
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(ſays our Saviour.) — I need only ob- 
ſerve to you, that the main of this 
Commandment is to oblige us to keep 
our Bodies Clean and Pure, as They 
are the Jemples of the Living God —. 


THE next Three Commandments, v:z. 
Thon ſhalt not Steal, — Tou ſhalt not bear 
falſe Witneſs, — Thou ſhalt not Cover thy 
All agrce in 


injure our Neighbour as to his Property, 
— no, not ſo much as to think of it, 
or any ways dclire it 


Two of Theſe fall within the imper- 
tect Reach and Cognitance of Human 
Laws; —— The laſt they have nothing 
to do with, - and it is exempt for 
the ſame Reaſon that the other Two 
are handled ſo imperfectly by Them, 
and that is, want of Evidence, or ra— 
ther the Impoſſibility of having it: 
For the Turnings of the Mind, and that 
fix d Reſolution, which in the Sight of 
God is the ſame as putting in Execu— 
tion, can be known only to Him, 
whoſe Prerogative alone it is to ſearch 
avid kaow the Heart of Alan 
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To run over the ſeveral Branches of 
theſe Duties would fill a Volume. 
Give me leave therefore to obſerve ra- 
ther upon the Whole, that all the Com- 
mandments proceed, 4 majori ad minus, 
— as thus, our Duty to God takes place 


of that to our Neighbour, —— and with 


relation to Him, the greater Injury 
ſtands before the leſs: And this 
will clearly appear to us, if we invert 
cach Table, and read it backward; for 
io the Connexion between cach Com- 
mandment will be clear: For inſtance, 
do not deſire thy Neighbour's Goods; 
for if Thou do'ft, Thou wilt not ſtick 
at a Lye to compaſs them; and what 
thy Tongue cannot, thy Hand will 
reach; —— when Thou art gone fo far, 
rather than not injure thy Neighbour, 
Thou wilt injure and dchle Thine own 
Body, and when Thou art thus inliſted 
to do Evil, The more Thou doſt, the 
greater Thy merit; Death will not ſtop 
Thee, and the Life of thy Father or 
thy Prince Thou wilt the rather 
ſtrike at, becauſe on his many others 
depend

Ir we look upon the firſt Table, —— 
He that neglects the ſtated Times of 
God's 
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God's Service, where his Name is men- 
tion'd with Reverence, For in God's Temple 
doth every one ſpeak of his Honour, — will 
ſoon forget that this is his Duty; And 
He, whoſe Tongue has made flight of 
his God, will eaſily change Him for an 
Idol, and ſo in Conſequence looſe

Bur in a word, He that makes it his 
endeavour to love God above all Things, 
and his Neighbour as Himſelf, will ful- 
fill the Law, and the Prophets, and be 
a Living, and the beſt ſort of Comment 
upon the Commandments.

ſequent Petitions, we ec, fall in ex- 
atly with cach of Theſe : Give us 
this Day our daily Bread, relates to our 
Father, — Forgive us our treſpaſſes, as we 
forgive Them that treſpaſs againſt us, to 
our King, — And lead us not into Ti empta- 
tion, or lay not too much upon us, —

Bur this is but the bare Skeleton of 
this admirable Prayer, our Duty and our 
Intereſt both bind us to conſider it in 
a larger View; — But before we come 
to that, give me leave to premiſe one 
Thing, viz. remember we that Duſt and 
Aſhes is addreſling it ſelf to infinite 
Perfection; the Creature, to it's Creator; 
Weakneſs and Wickedneſs, to Power 
and Goodneſs Infinite: Now let us con- 
ſider the Wiſdom of this Prayer, and

When ye pray, ſays our Bleſſed Lord, 
ſay, our Father which art in Heaven; —

That having laid in Proviſion for many 
Years (like the Rich-Man in the Goſpel) 
He may bid his Soul Eat, Drink, and be 
Merry, and leave this Petition for daily 
Bread to ſuch as are Poor and ſtand in 
need of it; — yet let Him remember.

—— That whatever Thorns may prick 
us for a Time, thy Grace, as with St. 
Paul, may always be ſufficient —. 


But deliver us from Evil. Which 
is both from the ev! one, and that Evil 
He would lead us into. —— I Would juſt 
obſerve, that our Tranſlation docs not

of Wiſdom, that it is the Knowledge 
of God, and his Works. — To which 
ſurely Faith is the beſt Key, becauſe it 
lets us tanto thoſe Secrets Which all the 
Induſtry and Application in the World 
could never have open'd; becauſe it 
leads us into the ways of God with 
Man, and unfolds that myſterious Vo— 
lume of our Redemption, which even 
the Holy Angels are ſaid to be deſirous

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to pry into; — In a word, the Know- 
ledge our Faith furniſhes us withal, is 
what we could never have arriv'd at by 
other means, and with which it is our 
higheſt Intereſt and Glory to be thorough- 
ly acquainted 3 — And if it be ſuch, it 
_ richly deſerves the Name of Wiſdom: — 
I ſhould but waſte Time, it I endeavor'd 
to prove the Premiſes above-mention'd, 
they ſpeak themſelves, and to the Con- 
- cluſion follows of Courſe, that Wiſdom 
is an Effect of Faith. 


2aly, ANOTHER Effect of it is Love, 
— Ir is the undoubted Property of true 
Faith to work by Love, — St. Paul gives 
this Account of it in the 5h to the 
Galat. 6. v. For in Feſus Chriſt (ſays He) 
neither Circumciſion availeth any Thing, nor 
Uncireumciſion, but Faith which worketh by 
Love. 'Tis by a living Faith only, 
that we arc Chriſtians indeed; and that 
Faith liveth not but by Love. 


choosE to quote St. Paul for this 
Proof, becauſe He is often cited as an

parts of his Epiſtles, the Apoſtle makes 
uſe of the word Faith alone, in this He 
cxplains his Meaning, and 'tis but com- 
mon Juſtice to allow Him ſo to do. 


Ir is therefore behoovful for ſuch who 
by miſunderſtanding St. Paul, have ta- 
ken Sanctuary in a fleepy and unactive 
Faith, to awaken themſclves and to 
endcavour to underſtand the Apoſtle 
rightly ; We arc indeed by the 
Merits of Chriſt juſtified by Faith, but 
we arc not therefore of the Number of 
the Faithful, becauſe we take our Selves 
to be ſo; — true Faith worketh by Love, 
it is known by it's Fruits, and thoſe are 
many 


For firſt, it humbles the Facultics ot 
our Reaſon, and makes them {ſubmit to 
the Wiſdom of God, it teaches us to 
acquieſce in, and to be well pleas'd with 
the many gracious Revelations in Scrip- 
ture, tho' they ſurpaſs our Comprchen- 
lion; But it docs not only take Pol- 
ſeſſion of the Head but of the Heart 
too, it warms and invigorates, and 
throws all our Affections into their pro- 
per Channel of plcaling God, and do- 


ing 
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ing good to Mankind; in a word, it 
carries the whole Man, c TAvC Part 
Tys Fes down the delightful Current 


of diſcharging all the ſev eral Duties ot 
2 Chriſtian Life. 


BU r here the humble and good 
Chriſtian may ſay, — if this be the na- 
tural Fruit of Faith, — Alaſs! for me — 
I bear but little of it : — To which 1 
anſwer, that the beſt of us fall ſhort of 
this Deſcription, but to our Comfort 
we have to do with a Wiſe and Mer- 
ciful God, who will not ask of us be— 
yond our Power, and who knows more 
Reatons than we, why the Fruit of our 
Faith is often blaſted in it's Bud, 
io that if we do our beſt to come up to 
the Deſcription, we need not be afraid 
of It. 


24ly, Tris Preſcription of our Bleſſed 
Lord is excellent in the obvious mcan- 
ing of the word, vz. it excells all o- 
thers which arc uſed on the like gcca- 
ſion. — There arc but two ways, which 
are laid down as ſtated Rules of caſing 
our Hearts of Trouble (and thoſe Wir 
and Philoſophy have cndcavour'd to 
trim up to the beſt advantage; ) cithe: 
— 4 by 
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by inliſting our Selves among the Fol- 
lowers of Epicurus, or by adhering to 


the Scntiments and Dogmata of the 
StOICS, 


Bur it is difficult to draw any thing 
of Comfort out of either of theſe Opi- 
nions when they come to Proof, —— 
ſuch who call themſelves Scholars of 
Epicurus, hold that the beſt way to get 
the better of Pain is to ſtupify and to 
drink it down, &c. but Experience ſhews 
that a Man muſt debauch Himſelf much 
and make the Remedy worſe than the 
Diſcaſe, provided it was Innocent, be- 
{orc He can drive his care from Him; 
And then He only diflodges an Enemy 
for a Time, for it ſurely returns and 
attacks Him for the moſt part, when 
He is leaſt able to reſiſt it; — it comes 
again like the Evil Spirits in the Goſpel, 
and makes the laſt State of that Man 
worſe than rhe firſt, — ſo that it is not 
only dithcult ro draw any Comfort from 


ſuch Principles, but unrcaſonable to ex- 
pect it. 


As for the Stoics they are more grave 
and ſolemn in their Preſcriptions, but 
not a jot more ſucceſsful, for they rea- 

{on 
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ſon it very ſeriouſly that there is no 
ſuch thing as Pain, that it is only a 
child of the Fancy, and has nothing 


to do with a ſteady and philoſophic 
Mind. 


Ir is to little purpoſe to recount 
their ſeveral Tenents, for they all va- 
niſh and come to nothing upon Trial, 
a ſharp fir of the Gout or Stone, or 
the like will preſently diſmantle all 
theſe idle Fortifications, and force the 
Philoſopher to give way to the Man. 


So that it is difficult to become a 
Scholar in cither of theſe Schools, at 
lcaſt to learn any thing there to any 
purpoſe; But concerning Faith the 
caſe is different, for as the Acquilition 
of it is not difficult thro' the Merits of 
Chriſt, ſo when acquired it fully an- 
ſwers it's end: — Faith like the great 
Object of it will be found upon Ex- 
perience, — To be a ver) preſent help in 
Trouble, therefore will we not fear, tho' 
the Earth be moved, and tho the Hills be 
carried into the midſt of the Sea. 


Waricu brings me to the ſecond Thing 
propos d, which was to ſhew the uſe- 


fulnetls 
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fulneſs of this Preſcription of our Bleſ- 
{cd Lord, and the moſt natural way of 
doing this is by putting it in uſe, I 
mean by taking a joint View of ſome 
of the greateſt Miſeries of Life, and of 
this Preſcription at the ſame time, and 
if it be found to conquer them, it 1s 
of Conſequence uſctul in anſwering 
the End for which it was propos'd —. 


Now the Troubles of Lite are ma- 
ny, = I know not how to range them 
into Order. — But it is no Matter, for 


they will not be able to ſtand their 


Ground againſt the invincible Wea- 
pon of Faith in the Hand of a good 
Man. 


GIvE me leave therefore to contider 
them as they ſhall occur, — The firſt ! 
would take notice of 1s Poverty, 
the firſt indeed if conſider d with all it's 
fad Train. —— But tis not my Buſineſs 
to deſcribe the Miſerics of Poverty, I 
am to conlider what relief Faith will 
afford a good Man under ſuch a Con- 
dition 


Now if his Poverty be that of his Mind 
rather than of his Eſtate, I mean, if it 
hath 
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hath it's riſe in Avarice or Ambition, 
for thoſe are undoubted Springs of Po— 
verty, and even good Men have in 
ſome diſtant Degree felt the ill Effects 
of them, till Faith hath ſtept in to their 
Aſſiſtance, and ſet all Things right, — 
by ſuggeſting that they place their Af- 
fections on Things which lye out of 
their Profcilion ; That their great 
Maſter who was Lord of all, (and when 
He appcar'd here on Earth might have 
commanded all the Pomp and Dignity 
of it to have waited upon Him) choſe 
rather to appcar in an humble Condi- 
tion, —— That when his Diſciples were 
contending about Priority like the reſt 
of the World, He told them — 7: ſhould 
ot be ſo with them; That if there 
be any thing in ſuch Satisfactions, they 
will be abundantly repaid at the great 
day of Retribution for quitting their 
claim to them at preſent

SUCH arc the Suggeſtions of Faith, 
and ſuch are ſufficient thro' the At- 
ſtance of God's Holy Spirit to conquer 
che force of this Diſtemper

I AM aware that the common Lan-

Covetous and Ambitious among thc 
rank of poor Men, — but if they are 
ever in queſt of ſomething to fatisty 
their Deſires, and thoſe Deſires are not 
to be fatisficd, which is their Caſe, 
they are in the Conſtruction of com- 
mon Senſe, as miſerable and arrant Bcg- 
gars, as any the World affords. 


Bor let us, in the ſecond place, con- 
ſider ſuch whom cvery Body allows to 
be Poor indeed, from whom the Con- 
veniencies and almoſt the Neccſlarics of 
Life are with-held, ſuch who from their 
very Cradles either by themſelves or 
others for them, have been forced to 
ſcuffle hard for a pitiful Subſiſtance. 
and then let us ſec what relict baith 
witl afford them: Now if they 
arc not good Men, they do not come 
within the Compats of the Text, but 
it they are ſuch, they arc Rich in Faith. 
and I {hail only remind them of thoſe 
comfortable words of St. James, which 
are a Cordial that cannot tail to take 
place, == Hearken my beloved Brethren 
(faith He) hath mot God choſen the Poor 
of this World rich in Faith, and Heirs of 
the Kingdom which He hath promiſed 10 
eheim who love Him ? Jam. 2. 5.

THe third ſort of poor Men 1 would 
take notice of arc ſuch who ſeem to have 
drank deepeſt of the Cup of Adverxſity, 
I mean ſuch who from an happy and 
plentiful Condition are fallen into Wanr 
and Decay, yet even theſe arc not 
without their Conſolation in Faith, —— 
which gives them a full Aſſurance, Hat 
all Things ſhall work together for good to 
them who love God, —=— their Faith will 
ſhew them Lazarus when in the Boſom 
of Abraham, as well as when He lay 
at the Door of the Rich-Man, and met 
with no Compaſſion but from the Dogs 
who licked his Sorcs- 


Nor are they perfectly excluded from 
hope on this ſide Heaven, for the tamc 
Faith will repreſent unto Them, that 
excellent Pattern of Patience and Inte 
grity, who weather'd all the Storms 
which Hell could raiſc, and whom Ad- 
verſity render'd more glorious in the 
End

I coME now in the ſecond Place to 
endcavour to ſhew what is to be done 
in order to partake of the Benefits of it.

THESE talk much of Reaſon, but in 
reality know little of it, = for ſurcly it 
is the higheſt act of Reaſon to receive 
with Oratitude what Cod hath been 
plcas'd to revcal to us, tho' it ſurpaſs 
our Comprehenſion, — God has ſaid it 
therefore it is true, is as undeniable a 
Proof as any in Euclid 


Bur theſe Men are wont to invert 
this Argument, and begin it at the 
wrong End, — thus, —— it is not true, 
therefore God hath not ſaid it —. 


Now unleſs they can make it Evi. 
dent, that they have a Patent to com- 
prehend ſuch Things, which arc incom- 
prehenſible by Man, as all Matters of

Bur 24aly, A careful Obſcrvation of 
the Rules above-mention'd, will pro- 
duce another good Effect, — for it will 
not only cnable us to defend our Faith, 
but it will enable our Faith to defend 
us too: For a conſtant Reflection up- 
on the ſeveral Branches of it will 
keep it cver warm upon our Hearts, 
and make it a Brcaſt-platc, as St. Paul 
calls it, to keep off all the Aſlaults of 
the Enemy ——. 


Tur Devil might almoſt as well ſtorm

we be flow to redreſs thoſe Miſchiefs, 
which came on too quick.
